Britain’s great aerial offensive pounded Cologne in the heart of the 
uhr industrial valley befoic dawn today in the fifth successive night 
oray into Germany, an RA F communique announced, while German 
aiders heavily attacked Norwich, IOO miles northeast of London. 
Huge fires were left burning in Cologne, the British said. 
Other RAF planes struck in force a t the German-occupied naval 
e of Trondheim, Norway, where the Germans are building an Atlantic 
attle fleet base, and bombed the docks at Dunkerque and Nazi air- 
romes. 
Eighteen plans were acknowledged missing. 
Four German warships are anchored in the Trondheim harbor, in- 
luding the 35,000-ton battleship Tirpitz and the 10,000-ton cruiser Prinz 
ugen. 
A British spokesman said the RA F toombadier rained their explo­ 
d e s chiefly on land installations which ‘‘we are trying to knock down 
fast as they are put up,” instead of concentrating on concentrating 
n the warships.

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WHY WE ARE RATIONED 
The American people are indulging in unrealism to­ 
day which is going to add to the unpleasantness of to­ 
morrow. 
Even after Pearl Harbor. Bataan. Singapore. 
Burma, we insist upon pampering ourselves with the 
narcotic of wishful thinking. 
Specifically, to take current illustrations, there are 
the matters of automobiles and of sugar. 
With all that has been said and written, the average 
man scil! appears to believe that the tire shortage will 
be relieved soon by a huge output of synthetic rubber; 
that there is no need for severe restriction upon gas­ 
oline. and so this will be lifted as soon as a few dunder­ 
heads in Washington have been rebuked scathingly. 
Tho same is true of sugar. We have been told, truth­ 
fully, that enough sugar is available to fill our national 
sweet tooth to overflowing. 
There are stories, believed 
if not true, that in Puerto Rico sugar cane i, rotting 
uncut. Ergo, we arc being victimized by some bureau­ 
crat in the capital. 
The Lord knows there are bureaucrats enough on 
the Potomac. 
But that is another story, which doesn’t 
affect the bald, unpleasant truth. 
Tires, gasoline, sugar are banned or rationed because 
there is no other way of beating Hitler and the Japs. 
In all probability they will be banned, or rationed until 
the war is over. 
He who plans on any other basis is bloving soap 
bubbles of the flimsiest type. 
H eil be very sad when 
they burst. 
Everybody realizes th at tires are cut off because we 
can't get rubber to make more. 
As for synthetics . . . 
\\ c re so short of steel, already, that we re struggl­ 
ing to keep armament and munitions production boom­ 
ing. 
We are forced to divert some of that steel to con­ 
struct plants in which to make enough synthetic rubber 
for military use. 
Is it sensible to suppose that any sane government 
will pull more steel out of war production, just so we 
can have tires for pleasure automobiles? 
Everybody knows this country has more petroleum 
than we can use for generations to come. . 
But neither ( rude nor even gasoline helps unless it 
can be bi ought to our filling stations. 
\\ ar use and 
sinkings have depleted our tanker fleet. 
The railroads 
are handling all the oil and gasoline they possibly can. 
Moreover, as a recent Washington statement said 
perfectly: “It is unbelievable that sailors be asked to 
take the risk of going down on a burning ship in order 
that someone may have gasoline to go to a bridge party 
or the ball game.” 
Everybody knows there is plenty of sugar. 
But 
where. 
In Cuba. 
In Puerto Rico. In Hawaii. 
Are we 
going to ask sailors to risk submarines to bring us a sec­ 
ond spoonful of sugar for our coffee? 
Are we going to 
let armament and munitions lie in factories unused, so 
the railroads may haul Cuban sweetening from Florida 
for our gustatory delight0 
The \\ ar Production Board says No. 
These short­ 
ages ar.* here for the duration of tho war. 
lf we don't 
like them, we might got busier and shorten the war.
